At an adjourned meeting, held 
last night, the City Council was j 
expected to take action on a 
proposal by Arcadia City En- ; 
gineer Glenn B. Watson, that 
Sierra Madre join Arcadia to 
eliminate parallel lines, with a I 
division of cost to be based on 
the line eliminated. 

Mr. Watson’s recommendation 
traced Arcadia's proposed sewer i 
line beginning at the northern 
boundary and running southerly i 
along Oak View Lane and Clar- 
idge Ave., thence to Sierra Mad¬ 
re Blvd. and continuing easterly 
on the Blvd. lo where it Joins 
Rodeo, to Orange Grove where 
it will intersect the sanitation i 
line that serves Sierra Madre. 

At points on Oak View Lane, 
'he Arcadia line would be with¬ 
in 25 feet of the Sierra Madre 
City boundary, Mr. Watson point¬ 
ed out, and would continue 
along it all the way to Orange [ 
Grove. , i 

Resolutions have been prepar¬ 
ed and it is expected that the j 
City Council will take affirma- j 
tive action on Arcadia’s pro¬ 
posal.

' Setting forth that temporary 
fares, which became effective 
last August 20th, have not pro¬ 
duced sufficient revenue to pay 
expenses of operations and taxes, 
Pacific Electric Railway this 
week filed an application with 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission for increases and 
adjustments in passenger fares 
in order to offset continuing in¬ 
creasing operating costs. 

A Sierra Madrc-Los Angeles 
tare increase from 34 to 40 
cents and a jump in the Mon- 
rovia-Los Angeles rate from 40 
to 45 cents were included. 

Application signed by O. A. 
Smith, President, Pacific Electric 
Railway Company, states that 
net operating loss on passenger 
service for the period September 
1946 to March 1947, inclusive, 
was $624,920., and that it is 
anticipated that for year com¬ 
mencing July 1, 1947, revenues 
to be derived from present rates 
of fares will fail by $1,500,000 
to meet taxes and operating 
expenses. 

; The application requests au¬ 
thority to establish minimum 
30c fare on all lines and to in¬ 
crease other one-way and round 
trip fares, such fares to end in 
"O” or “5”, and to adjust some 
Jarc-breaking points. Ten-ride 
commutation tickets, all forms 
of tokens, and joint $1.50 week¬ 
ly pass would be eliminated. 
Thirty-ride commutation tickets 
are proposed to be continued on 
adjusted basis between points 
where one-way fare is 20c or 
more. Forty-ride school commu¬ 
tation tickets would be continu¬ 
ed for use of students under 21 
years of age attending institu¬ 
tions of learning where no tui¬ 
tion is charged.

Later < he built iris home on 
Baldwin Ave. just south of (tie 
bakery and carried on the shoe 
business tlie rest of Iris life. 
Strange to relate the Postoffice 
is again iust across the street. 

S. R. Norris arrived in Sierra 
Madre about 1890 and soon pur¬ 
chased the grocery business of 
Mr. Andrews, but later moved it 
to his residence a few hundred 
feet east on Central where he 
continued until several years 
after the arrival of the P. E. Ry. 
Later he built the brick store at 
the corner of Lima and Sierra 
Madre and continued until his 
death. Fie was succeeded by his 
son George. Pratt’s Grocery 1? 
the present establishment. 

. Professor John Hart carried on 
a popular business for many 
years, making choice wines in 
what is now the Park House in 
our City Park.

Question 21 

Who were Sierra Madre’s first 
business men? 

Long before even “Lftcky” 
Balwin owned the Sierra Madre 
tract there were two flourishing 
businesses in Sierra Madre. One 
Levi Richardson had a colony 
of honey bees and supplied 
honey to a large list of custo¬ 
mers in the valley and Los An¬ 
geles. 

His apiary was near his home 
in what is now known as Cy¬ 
press Court, and up the Canyon 
Trail. 

Another first business was 
that of George Islip in 1870 to 
73, who carried on the business 
of a pack train, delivering fence 
posts, shakes and other moun¬ 
tain products down Mt Wilson 
Trail to customers in the San 
Gabriel valley. 

These undertakings were pre¬ 
vious to the beginnings of Sier¬ 
ra Madre as a village or settle¬ 
ment. 

It was throe or four years af¬ 
ter N. C. Carter started the town 
of Sierra Madre before tliere 
were enough people here to jus¬ 
tify the opening of a store or 
even the establishment of a 
Postoffice. 

W. H. Robinson (father of Mrs 
C. H. Pegler) who lived at 65 
North Baldwin, about the year 
1884 started a grocery and sup- 
I ply store in his residence which 
was the first business, as we 
class them, to be established in 
the village. 

He later succeeded E. T..Pierce, 
the first Postmaster and estab¬ 
lished the Postoffice in the resi¬ 
dence with his grocery business. 

After the Town Hall was built 
at the northeast corner of Sier¬ 
ra Madre Blvd. and Baldwin 
Ave., Mr. Robinson moved the 
business and the Postoffice to 
the Hall where he continued 
for over twenty years. 

About the year 1885, Emile 
Deutsch (father of W. E. 
Doutsch) built his cigar factory 
at the southeast corner of North 
Baldwin and Victoria Lane, 
where he and his son manu¬ 
factured long Havanas for more 
than thirty years. 

In 1886 W. S. Andrews estab¬ 
lished a grocery business and 
packing liouse on the northeast 
corner of Lima and Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and many years there¬ 
after did a fine business in ship¬ 
ping Sierra Madre fruits, even 
establishing a loading siding 
after the Pacific Electric entered 
the city. 

Besides the packing .business 
of Mr. Andrews on Lima, at that 
time A. D. Hawks (father of 
Miss Daisy Hawks and Mrs. 
Laura Stevenson) built a cur¬ 
ing house of adobe brick and 
did a big business of shipping 
lemons, tangerines and oranges. 

Suman’s Pottery is now occu¬ 
pying said adobe building. 

Another packer of fruits was 
E. H. Vannier. 

In 1887 C. M. Clark, who had 
been in the hardware business 
in Sandwich, Mass., sent his 
stock via the Cape Horn route 
to Sierra Madre and established 
the first Hardware Store at the 
same location as that of his 
cousin Mr. Andrews. 

Later Mr. Clark went into the 
fruit-drying business and erect¬ 
ed a large warehouse just 
north of his store on Lima 
street Pictures of hundreds of 
his drying trays out in the sun¬ 
shine, remain evidence of the
